With reference to the bid request relative to the above subject, please note the 
following: 

Questions/ Answers : 

1: the last sentence of the overview/purpose section has: "Without an appropriate cost recovery strategy it is highly unlikely 
that a major initiative could be undertaken." I am not sure of the scope of cost recovery we should include. Is it for any new 
space we end up recommending? Is it for existing space? Is it for an overall Departmental approach to cost recovery? 
Knowing this will really help us out with the scope. 

This is related to the preferred plan that is designed. Once we have identified either rehabbing a locationfs) or building a new 
space we will need to know the cost implication. What would the cost for running the facility, plus paying off the debt for the 
new building be? We anticipate borrowing on the capital investment for several years. We would want you to look at it from 
the standpoint of adding a new operation. Once that is determined we can provide a narrative on possible opportunities for 
crossover within the current operation. I would be able to provide information on this. 

2: we were wondering if there is a budget range for the project, or what you anticipate consulting fees to be. 

We anticipate consulting fees for this project to not exceed 60K.
